Abbey lias not been the only suffer- 
er in the operatic campaign this year, 
for the unfortCmto directors of the

with an enormous and costly l)uilding 
on their hands. Their statement of 
.^affairs to dat^'^ahows that the, lots upon 
■whicli the "sw opera house stands cost 
$622,191, •f**o building S9r)2,;5-22, tlie 
furnishing, decorating, etc., ,'^120, 000 
the scenery and costumes fm- twenty 
operas, $142,500, making the cost of 
the builbing and its contents Sl,.S:?."),- 
833. The expenses, in the way of 
taxes, interest on mortgage, cost of 
heatirig and lighting-, have already 
amounted to $7G,000, and before the 
stockholders get to th(! 1st of (^t-tobor 
there will be necessary an expenditure 
of .$!i20,000 more, in onler to pay ex- 
penses and finiflh the building, making 
a grand total of §1,022,000 as the'^'dis- 
bursements on account of the now 
house by the time the opera season 
opens next autumn. The original cost 
of a box is §15,000, and the seventy 
stockholders thought that this »uu> 
ought to cover ali possible: expanses 
and leave the building free of all debt. 
"Instead- of this they -find • that^" -ib«"has 
been necessary • to "■ a'sse.ss the stock- 
holders §6,200 more and put a niort 
gage of §600,000 on the building in" 
order to ))ay otV the ilebt.s. Moreover' 
instead of getting an opera manager to 
pay rent for the building, they found 
it neoessary to give Abby $1,000 a 
performance in order to get a good com- 
pany there; and even with a house free 
and §1,000 a night bonus, Abbey finds 
the business so unprofitable that ho 
gives it up. The next manager may 
•want §2,000 u performance And the 
house for nothing,' so' that the unhappy 
seventy stockholders find themselves 
in the following po.sition; They have 
paid more than §20,000 apiece for^

The Rett Spectrti in Europe. 

Gloomy forebodings for the current 
year are heard op every side through- 
out Europe. It is not.«*t|he financial 
situation, although that'"is bad, that 
inspires the l"',uropean press with mis- 
givings, but the revival of nihilism and 
the unniitigateil failure of the repressive 
nu'asure.s adopted by the Russian (lov- 
eri\ment to keep it in check. Tlie uuir- 
der of Col. Sudeikin, tiierunmred as- 
sassination of a still higher official, 
and the strange reports connected with 
the Czrtr's recent accident are not the 
only ominous symptom.sof approaching 
trouble in liussia. The Wiener Allge- 
meine Zeitung, which is ..^of^on reninrk- 
ably weiri'nfonrie3'df »tfie.--revolntion- 
.iry movement, states that intelligence 
of a most serious character has lately 
reached St. Petersburg from Ijoudon. 
The llussian authorities, it asserts, 
have obtained po.^session of a ci]ilier 
letter found at the lodgings of a nihi- 
list refugee in London. This letter has 
been de.sciphered at St. Petersburg, and 
contains a passage to ^the ofTeot that 
a revolver can be more safely used than 
dynamite, ;ind that it will be best to 
wait for an op.porl unity when tiie iC'U- 
pcror and the Czari'vii'sh, cjiii be nltack- 
eil logetlu.T, so that, anarchy may sot 
in at onoe. A siuuiltaneous warning is 
saiil to .have;been; .ser^^t to St. Peters- 
burg from Paris."' 

Meanwhile, whereas only a few 
niontlirt ago a member of the Hussian 
Government loudly proclaimed that 
Nihilism hnd been linaily disposed of, 
another Ku.ssian oflioial gives similar 
publicity j^Q-a s^atemeHt that -.nothing 
etTecl^ual can be doife against the Nihi- 
lists until h'nglanil shall agr(!e to join 
an international convi iition against the 
revolutionary rejirobates of all nations. 
.•\n intei-natimml convention of the 
kind was infonially |)ro[)oscd by the Hus- 
sian tlovernment not very long ago, and 
it was not only Enf^Iand that refused 
to tako it into consideration. The 
idea met with no favor in Austria, the 
authorities being then of o|)inion that 
the existing laws of the jouniry pro- 
vide tjiem with amjile power for deal- 
ing with ■ all rc^v^utionavy" Agitation. 
Tn reality the same view was only one 
month ago taken in Austria as overyj 
where else outside of Tln.ssia, concern 
ing the only effectual means of putting 
an end to Nihilism. A complete re- 
form of the administration and the 
qoncesaion of pul)lic liberties were 
then regarded as the only antidotes 
that would counteract Nihilist con- 
spiracy in Russia. Now, having had 
its Nihilist .scare in Vienna, A-.istria 
resorts to repressive measures, the 
Oovernment completely changing its 
attitinje wit hin six week.s.

IS EUROPE LOOKING FOJi A NEiy 
WHEAT SUPPLY SOURCE. 

The lassitude of the California and 
Oregon and, .indeed the wheat markets of 
alt America, haa been variously accounted 
for; but the moat plausible reason evinced 
attributes it to tlie fact that Europe 
has found other and cheaper sources of 
supply. Mr. E. R. Liverinore, pi the 
New York Produce Exchange, tmd an 
authority on the subject, iiaviiig been 
interviewed says: — Botli India and Russia 
are underselling the United States, and 
the shipments from the Black Sea to 
England are unexpectedly largo. In this 
country we have between thirty and forty 
millions of bushels of grain in sight; there 
is a like amount warehoused on the other 
side, to say nothing of the (juantity on 
passage to Europe. The indications point 
to lower prices, but the "bull" cliciuca 
with a heavy stock, and much of it in a 
bad condition, will inaku a desperate effort 
to keep the hgures up. It costs them a 
great .deal, to hold on; it will ruin many if 
they are forced to let go. The fact that 
British India has become a considerable 
exporter of wheat is an indication of the 
remarkable shifting in the world's gran- 
aries ill modern times, Egypt at one time 
was a very heavy producer of wheat. 
Under the Ptolemies and the RomanGov- 
ernors she used to supply the markets of 
Italy, capecially Rome, when it was al- 
most as populous a city as London is now, 
and a failure of tlie Egyptian harvest was 
the signal for a great shortage of bread 
sfciififs in the Empire. But agriculture was 
much better orgnniiiud in Egypt then 
than now, and the wheat production 
many fold greater. Now routes of com- 
merce have opened up iiew regions of sup- 
ply, of which the Baltic states of Germany 
came in first and southern Russia next. 
For half a century or more Dantzic was 
the great wheat-exporting city of the 
world, and it was felt as a severe blow to 
England when, in 180C, Napoleon took 
the place and closed the port. For the 
next fifty years after the settlement of the 
Congress of Vienna (1818 to 1808), Odessa 
held the foremost rank as an exporter of 

• wheat. England, up to 18G5, looked to 
Dantzio and Odessa- for her deficiency of 
bread . supplies. But during the last 

. twenty-five years the United States has 
outstripped these rivals, and notwith- 
standing the recent spurt of surplus from 
India, there is no •round for fear thai 
that country will bo able to supplant our 
product in the markets of. western Eu- 
rope, owing to her dense and increasing 
population, her periodical drouths and 

.. famines and her remoteness from the 

"groat dependent markets. But although, 
according to this autliority, the United 
States has no chance to fear India as an 
immediate wheat rival, it may be as well 
to see what the latter country is doing in 
. wheat raising. Her exports in 1870 were 
.. 5,580,000; ctls. ; in 1877, (),340,000; in 
in 1878, 1,000,000 ; 1879, 2,195,000 ; in 
1880, 7,400,000, and in 1881, 15,500,000. 
This is an enormous increase. Another 
.,.,ai»thority says that as a dependency of 
England, India will naturally be favored 
as far as poasiMo, and as she has within 

i her borders undeveloped resources, of 

"greater magnifude than the United States 
combining a vast belt of fertile wheat 
land and superabundant labor, there 
seems to be good reason for the fear ex- 
pressed that a rival has sprung up, which 
at no distant day will succeed to the pnsi- 

.tion America now holds in the wheat 
trade. It is certainly a subject worthy of 
the closest attention.

For some .seven years or more Holman 
Hunt has been engaged on a picture 
which when finished \si\\ be one of the 
of the world's masterpieces. It is be 
called "The Proceaaion of tho Innocents," 
and it ropreaents tho tlight into Egypt of 
of the holy family. Tho virgin mother 
sita upon a donkey, holt|ing .. the^_infant 
Saviour in heparins, aiTd/iii tHe Hoiikey's 
head Joseph ' walks. The upper back- 
ground of tho picture is the night sky of 
Judea, a matchless depth of dark greenish 
blue, out of which the stars shine, and 
brightest of all shines tho star of Botli- 
lehoin. 

Tho attention of Joseph is given wholly 
to the dangers of the way. (Indar^rapnie 
near trees is a littlo village where ' treach- 
ery may lurk, but ull is huahed with asense 
of something solunin in the air. Josepii 
ia just sotting hia foot into a brook which 
must be forded in their onward way. 
The stars are mirrored in the brook, and 
you can aeo how his foot is shattering 
their retlection into.shining ft$igments. 
Joseph sees that the dogs are near, and 
the brook is inconvenient, but he has no 
seiiao of anything supernatural beside 
him. 

.Vn'd yet, all along tho way, straight 
across tho foreground (jf the picture, are 
walking — a shining, wonderful thing — tho 
spirits of the lovely martyred male child- 
ren, slain by Herod the- king. The 
loader of tho procession has a censor in 
his hand, and already ho has learned tho 
rapture oi heaven. One after one the 
shining children follow him — not winged 
cherubs, like those of the old masters, 
but human little ones, transfigured to 
strange lovoline^s by the heavenly light. 

Some of those in tho rear, the latest 
dead, aceni hardly yet to understand 
that tlioy are not still on earth. One 
claapa ia his hand lii.s dead bird, killed 
with him when he was killed, and others 
holdtlowera that grew in earthly gardens, 
Round all of them tlowa the wonderful 
transAguriug light of other worlds than 
ours. 

I» is the Saviour, the Lord of Souls, 
who first aees the shining throng, and 
through Him the innocents are made 
visible to his mother. The virgin looks 
over and beyond her own holy son, held 
tenderly in her arms, to those other shin- 
ing children, fm- whom other mothers are 
weeping, and will not be comforted. Tho 
expression of her face is something won- 
derful. She ia young; but she does not 
seem a girl. The,solomnity of motherhood 
has deepened her eyes — its tender 'graci- 
ousnoss illumines her face. Her smile ia 
glad witli holy triumph, and yet sad with 
pity for the sorrow that ia in tho world. 

1 know no other pictiuo which so fully 
realizes my ideal of her on whom the 
spirit of (Jod had deacended. 

The landscape of tho picture is an 
actual Jewish, landscape ,bet^|fen Beth- 
lehem nnd Gaza, and it was in J'erusalem 
that Mr. Holman Hunt began to paint it; 
and from that circumstance cornea the 
fact that so many years have been spent 
on tho work. It was commenced on a 
fatally poor canvas, and after perhaps two 
years of labor had been expended' on 
it, the canvas began to crack hopelessly. 
Mr. Hunt spent several more years in ex- 
periments. Lie painted and repainted; 
then cut out a portion and sewed in 
new canvas, and Iriod to paint over the 
seams. 

"Life is short," he said to me, "and 
art is so long; and when one is no longer 
young it ia hard to give up and throw 
away yeara of work." 

Bui finally it came to that. Tho old 
canvas was abandoned as liopelosa, and 
the picture was recommenced in London, 
where it is now ueahug coniplpt.i.on.. I 
saw is tho other day in My. Hu'iii's'studio 
at Chelsea, and to see it once is to see it 
always. Uloaing my eyes now, it is all 
before me — tho deep, star-aown Jewish 
sky, tho divine child, with the strange 
wisdom in Hia oyea; the mother, serene, 
and glad and pitiful; Joseph, kind and 
careful, and' of th'e earth earthy f and 
then the long procession of shining littlo 
ones, around whoni the heavenly light 
fiows, as they, tooj niarch on toward 
Egypt. — Youth's Companion.

Tho "ragged edge" hos a large sale, 
though no longer now. The edges are 
jagged and torn, instead of hoinf^ oat 
evenly. It is in imitation of the hand- 
made papers of fifty or a hundred yeara 
ago, whoso edges were always thin and 
uneven. It ia an English novelty, and 
thellrat that camu hud a. watermark of a 
RonuHi soldier'a head, and below the let- 
tera "B. C. 55." This brings from sixty 
to ninety cents u box, according to the 
([uality of tho paper. 

The Paleographic is an exaggeration of 
tho snmo idea. The cover of tho box says 
that tho paper was found in Pompeii, and 
it certainly looks so. The edges are black- 
ened, charred and torn, and the surface 
of tho paper time-stained and rusty. An 
unsophisticated buyer might 'call it dirty, 
bi^t it is not; it is only "artistic." Twen- 
ty-four sheets and envelopes of this only 
coat two dollars. The inside of the envel- 
opes ia clean, but the cutaide has enough 
spots.and dirt to bring the price up to 
twice that sum. There is a dull red paper 
with silver and gold dots sprinkled over it 
and another with stars, 'f hey are a hid- 
eous, reduced copy of tho paper which 
covers tho wall of some cliancola in coun- 
try churches. The "luuumerod silver" 
paper haa water-marks, in imitation of the 
lines in hammered silver work. It is a 
thin and rather pretty papor- 

The morocco, alligator and calf papers 
are embossed to imitate tho surface of 
thoHo leathers. One lady called them 
"agitation" papers, so irreguhgrly did the 
pen career ove)' their surface. They are 
only interesting as novelties.

To ua in these 
comparatively low latitudes, they aro 
merely objects of curiosity and admira- 
tion, but to the natives of tho arctic cir- 
cle, they serve the more useful purpose of 
relieving many a weary doy and evening 
in their long winter of darkness. Before 
the aurora borealia appears the magnetic 
needle becomes greatly agitated, showing 
a decided disturbance of the magnetic 
current. This disturbance is continued 
until an electrical explosion occurs in 
the form of what is known in the north- 
ern hemisphere as aurora borealis, and in 
the southern as aurora Australia. The 
lights arc not of very long continuance, as 
the vent they give to the earth's electric- 
ity, has tho effect of restoring its mag- 
netic equilibrium.
